The CCA Executive Committee agreed, on Monday August 23, unanimously that:
We oppose the proposed phase-3A Town Center plans because it does not fulfil the vision, spirit, and facts of the
Clarksburg Master Plan.

There are many details that many of us disagree with. In the interest of time, 1 suggested one detail that I thought was a
big problem. The proposed four-story residential buildings take up space where retail could be, facing the street
along the public square. Retail there would help fulfill the Master Plan vision of a pedestrian friendly retail center
for the entire town. The buildings seem to further block pedestrians in the public square from crossing to the
planned retail. The CCA Executive Committee agreed unanimously: '

The new proposed 4-story residential buildings should be removed so that the retail component could more reflect
the Clarksburg Master Plan.

1am delighted
that our CCA Planning Committee chair Kathie Hulley has been invited to attend the meeting this evening arnong
concerned parties. Our Executive Committe member Joann Woodson plans to be there also.

- the Day Care Center should be in the development, [rather than in the Agricultural Reserve/Park north of
Piedmont];
- a senior center and library were aiso required in the Town Center;
- retail should be closer to the Master Planned maximum;
- the Master Plan called for blending in with the Historic District.
